WHAT IS A UNIVERSITY TO BE? 



"The college is a place where men are 
.studying human life. man. and the world 
which he lives. We take it that your coming 
here means that you join ns in that enter pri.<e. 
that you arc eager :o understand what human 
living is and does." This is a quotation from 
Dr. Meikeljohn. former President of Amherst 
College, and while he was referring to the Arts 
College, we can well take it. as an aim in what- 
ever Depaitment of this University we may be 
stiïdying." - - - 

• What do these words suggest. If we are to 
set out on a study of human life, it suggests at 
once that we are .starting on a quest. This is 
hard io undt-r-'.and at first, because most of u; 
are accustomed lo think of Truth as a body of 
collected fact. All one has to do is to learn these i 
facts to at once become wise. A most uninspir- ' 
ing occupation! — and a most false one! This is 
a changing developing world, and Truth devel- 
ops with the world ; and if we would possess it 
we must fight for it and suffer for ii — and that 
is not saying that we will gain it in the end. 

It has been pithily said that "Truth is the 
.search for Truth" and if we set out with the de- 
si2-e to know the truth about human life, it will i 
be a rather unceiiain adventure, but a thril- j 
ling one for us. 

Again, these words suggest that other men i 
ihai; Arts students may gain a liberal educa- 
tion, if ih^.y wi'.l .-iludy their subject broadly 
in its I'elulioii lo all of life. Surely a Science ! 
student who studies his bi'i'Jge-building or i 
mnh)ji as one great branch of huiufcii activity, : 
and think>: of its bearing on Labour problems ' 
or natural developroent or man's love lor ' 
beautiful things will get an intelligent grasp on | 
human life.

delicate and well-wrought mechanisms that en- j

broad undi'r.^anding of life. Ajid .so it is with 
other profe.ssioiis.

•many things, and we find it inipo.s.'-ibli.- io de- 
cide what is important and what is jiot. Bui jf

We find it easy to decide wlial couJ'se we will 
•take, because we will choose that whi< li will 
help us most in our "study". We find it easy to 
decide' wiial clubs wo will Ijelong to, what kinds 
of fi-ieiids we will look foi'. Thuie is Jio .sejjara- 
tipii .between college and other activities, as 'ive 
usuHlly make, because all is work and all is 
play.
